complishments of the past year. We now 
turn to the question of why our Board of 
Education is asking voters to approve a 
15.65 mill renewal and a 3.25 mill increase 
for the continued operation of their 
schools during the 1979-80 school year. 

First of all, finances have been a 
problem for our school system for the 
past several years. Our district is curren-. 
tly in the bottom 10 percent of all school 
systems in the state of Michigan for total 
dollars spent each year per pupil. This has 
caused reductions in operational and in- 
structional services. For example, our 
custodial and maintenance staff have 
been cut by 27 percent in the last four 
years and our teacher:pupil ratio at the 
high school is currently higher than those 
of most surrounding districts. Purchases 
of instructional supplies at all levels have 
continually been curtailed. 

To this past history of limited funding, 
now add the effects of inflation. The 
Crawford AuSable School District is 
facing the same inflationary spiral as any 
other American business. Rises in costs 
of materials and a tremendous growth in 
energy and fringe benefits have taken a 
heavy toll on an already restricted 
budget. Although the district has obser- 
ved strict limits in negotiated pay in- 
creases for employees and has closely 
controlled spending in optional areas, we 
now face a projected revenue shortage of 
close to $300,000 for the 1979-80 school 
year. 

While the district has made a strong ef- 
fort to hold down spending, there are 
some costs over which we simply have no 
control, For example, school fuel costs for 
heating are expected to increase 18 per- 
cent next year for a 28 percent increase 
over a two-year period, Transportation 
costs are expected to go up 31 percent 
and electricity 15 percent during the

the kinds of services expected by our 
residents. Beginning in February a 
lengthy process of budget modification 
was initiated. With the help of staff, the 
Board’s Finance Committee, a citizen's 
advisory group, and the Board of 
Education, the original budget was 
modified and cut several times before the 
present version was adopted. In view of 
cuts made this year and in preceding 
years, we have now reached a point where 
further reductions cannot be made 
without having serious ramifications for 
our school system and the services we 


provide to students and the community - 


as a whole. 


The severity of the district’s fiscal pic- 
ture and the desire to be completely can- - 


did with the public prompted the Board 
of Education to combine the requested 
millage renewal and increase into one 
18.90 mill issue on the ballot. Their belief 
is when renewals are presented separately 
on a ballot, the district is promising 
voters there will be no significant changes 
in the current services, if the renewal 
alone passes. In our case, passage of the 
renewal alone would still leave the 
district $300,000 below projected costs. 
To halance the budget 


whe ONGC, 


unworkable cuts 
would have to be made. The Board has 
taken the view that presenting the 
renewal and increase as separate issues 
would be grossly misleading to the public. 
Both the millage renewal and increase are 
needed to continue school system 
operations. 


Now that we have examined the 
reasons for the district's millage request, 
we will describe another facet of che 
millage election. In next week’s article we 
will explain what services and activities 
the district will offer as a result of the 
millage’s passage.

“Three, the draft boards be staffed on a 
, rotational basis by people subject to 
“108 combat duty, whose last official act will 

: be sign their own call-up papers. : 
. “Likewise, the Armed Services Com- 
mittees of Congress should be open only 
to people able and willing to fight as in- 
fantry troops in any war they approve."’

‘interesting ideas. If we could extend the

wars, I’d be inclined to agree with his 
ideas—even at my own advanced age.

The Grayling Post- 
master said that efter July 
15, envelopes and cards 
measuring less than 31% in- 
ches high or 5 inches long 
will be returned to the sen- 
der if mailed.

dustries have had more 
than three years to prepare 
for the new standards, few 
retailers should still be 
selling undersized pieces. 
‘“*‘Many consumers, 
however, are likely to still 
have smaller envelopes and 
cards in their supply of 
stationery,” Baker said.

prohibit flimsy cards. In” 


the future they must he at 
least seven-thousandths

attempt to contact any 
resources that are 
necessary. At times it is 
necessary to contact the 
police agencies and we 
have found that Pete 
Stephan, Curt Haas, and 
their respective staff, have 
been very cooperative in 
our investigations. We at- 
tempt to work together 
with the police agencies in 
attempting to assess the 
family situation and to 
maintain the family unit. 

It is very important to 
realize that our goal in 
protective services is to 
keep the family and all of 
its members together, 
There is a myth that our 
purpose is to remove 
children from their homes. 
That is defintely not 
correct. What we attempt 
to do is alleviate many of 
the tensions that are 
prevalent within the 
family, because of lack of 


control of the children, \ Five members make of the 


parental drug abuse, etc., 
and hopefully maintain a 
cohesive family unit. It 
should be noted however, if 
the situation is serious 
enough and the parents 
will not cooperate or are 
not able to provide the 
necessary cate for the 
children, that one of the 
functions of childrens pro- 
tective services is to file 


the court the necessary 
measures to improve the 
family situation. 

It certainly places the 
probate court in a difficult 
position and we attempt to 
provide them all the infor- 
mation that we can in these 
cases. Judge Emil Kraus 
and his staff, have been 
continually more coopera- 
tive in their handling of 
child abuse & neglect com- 
plaints. It is very 
necessary to develop a set 
procedure in handling 
those complaints and since 
this entire idea is quite new 
to this county we have cer- 
tainly experienced growing 
pains. However, we are 
becoming more and more 
cohesive with probate 
court and hopefully this. 
strong working relation- 
ship will continue so we can 
provide the best service to 
the families of Crawford 
County without undue ad- 
versary action in the court 
system, 

The important thing to 
remember is that when we 
receive a referral concer- 
ning child abuse and 
negiect, whether jit is 
during the day or night, 
you can be assured that an 
experienced childrens 
protective services worker 
will assess the complaint 
and do whatever is 
necessary to improve the 
situation for the children 
and the family as a whole.
